Washington, Oct. Id.— The annual 
report of Hrlg. (Jen. Thomas II. Kuger, 
commanding the department of < uli- 
fornia, dated August 85. is almost

The Czar's Visit to Corfu Has 
Been Given Up. 



CONDENSED NEWS 



News From Livadia Causes Consterna- 
tion at St. Petersburg. 



The Tirol her. of the Tsar Start for Llvadla

London, Oct 19.— The anxiety re- 
garding the health of the czar was in- 
creased Thursday by the receipt of a 
dispatch from St. Petersburg distinctly 
announcing that the condition of the 
czar has perceptibly changed for the 
worse, and people are trying to read 
between the lines of the official bul- 
letin, published by the Official Mes- 
senger of St. Petersburg, on Tuesday 
last, many Interpreting the announce- 
ment on that day to mean that the 
czar is unable to bear the journey to 
Corfu. 

The Official Messenger, as already 
cabled on Tuesday last, in a special 
edition, published the following bul- 
letin, which was signed by Profs. 
Leyden. Zacharln, I'opoff and Bel- 
jaminoff. the "physician in attendance 
on the czar." 

•After consultation wo find that the 
disease of the kidneys shows no im- 
provement. His majesty's strength 
has diminished, but the physicians in 
attendance hope that the climate of 
the south coast of the Crimea will have 
a beneficial effect upon the health of 
the tzar." 

It will readily be seen that an unfa- 
vorable interpretation can easily be 
made of the above bulletin, and that it 
is not astonishing that it has given rise 
to additional reports of an alarming 
nature in spite of the fact that every 
preparation has been made to receive 
his majesty at Corfu. 

St. IV i mimic no, Oct 19.— It is an- 
nounced that the czar's physicians have 
given up the idea of having him taken 
to Corfu. 

The grand dukes Sergius and Paul, 
brothers of the czar, started for Liva- 
dia Thursday. An official dispatch in- 
dicating the sudden gravity of the 
cxar's condition was sent to Darmstadt 
Wednesday and a reply was received 
Thursday saying the grand duke of 
Hesse-Darmstadt and the Grand Duch- 
ess Sergius, his sister, had started for 
St Petersburg.
